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Fire  Damages  Potrero  Hill  Homes

Two  homes  on  20th  Street  caught 
fire  last  month;  no  casualties  were 
reported.  Neighboring  resident 
Mark  Buckingham  called  emergency 
services  at  close  to  midnight  on 
November  13  after  seeing  the  fire 
erupt  from  his  backyard.  "I  just 
looked  over,  it  looked  like  it  started  in 
the  center  of  the  [next  door]  building," 
said  Buckingham.  The  property, 
which  is  located  on  the  north  side  of 
20th  Street  near  Carolina  Street,  was 
vacant,  according  to  Buckingham. 

The  first  of  11  fire  engines 
answered  the  call  immediately. 
"They  got  here  right  after  I  phoned." 
said  Buckingham.  More  than  100 
firefighters  ultimately  responded 
after  a  second  alarm  was  raised  by 
firefighters,  according  to  Fire  Chief 
Audrey  Lee  at  the  scene.  "We  didn't 
find  anyone,"  said  Lee,  adding  that 
they  had  not  determined  the  cause 
of  the  fire.  "Our  investigators  are 
looking  into  it." 

After  igniting  the  fire  grew 
quickly,  with  flames  flickering  30 
feet  high  above  the  property.  Many 
nearby  residents  were  concerned  that 
the  fire  would  spread.  Buckingham 
and  his  partner  shouted  from  their 
backyard  to  adjacent  neighbors  to  get 
out  of  their  houses  as  embers  floated 


down  on  the  roof  of  their  own  home 
on  Carolina  and  19th  streets.  Close- 
by  residents  were  evacuated  from 
their  homes  for  the  night  as  a  safety 
precaution. 


The  fire  ultimately  spread  to 
the  adjacent  house,  damaging  half 
of  that  building  before  firefighters 
were  able  to  control  the  blaze. 
The  conflagration  was  only  fully 
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contained  more  than  an  hour  after  it 
started  when  firefighters  cut  through 
the  roof  of  one  of  the  homes  to 
ventilate  the  building.

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Publisher's  View:        Honoring  the  Trust  of  the 
Duty  To  Serve       American  People

Not  so  long  ago  electric 
utilities  had  a  "duty  to  serve"  any 
customer  within  their  designated 
service  territory.  In  exchange  for 
government-sanctioned  monopoly 
power,  utilities  would  string  a  wire 
to  just  about  anywhere,  slap  on  a 
meter  that  was  unreadable  except 
by  trained  employees,  and  pump 
electricity  from  mostly  fossil  fueled 
plants  to  whoever  switched  on  a  light 
For  a  half-century  this  industrial-age 
compact  provided  reliable  energy 
supplies  at  reasonable  prices. 

The  arrangement  had  its  costs. 
Coal,  diesel  and,  to  a  lesser  extent, 
natural  gas-powered  plants  -  almost 
always  located  in  minority  and  low 
income  neighborhoods  -  spewed 
polluting  air  and  greenhouse  gas 
emissions  into  the  atmosphere. 
Billing  errors  from  improper  meter 
readings  regularly  occurred,  and 
utility  customers  had  little  incentive 
or  knowledge  to  effectively  engage  in 
energy  conservation.  As  fuel  prices 
increased,  and  utilities  were  made  to 
pay  for  the  environmental  costs  they 
induced,  the  monopoly  pact  became 
less  of  a  bargain.  Today  energy 
prices  are  high,  reliability  suspect, 
and  even  with  dramatically  reduced 
environmental  impacts,  central 
power  stations  continue  to  be  prime 
contributors  to  pollution. 

In  response  regulators  have 
perhaps  unwittingly  turned  the 
monopolies'  historic  obligation 
on  its  head.  In  our  electronic  age 
it's  the  customer  who  will  have 
the  duty  to  serve.  Solar  panels, 
and  someday,  small  wind  turbines, 
on  every  rooftop;  communicating 
meters  that  a  child  can  read,  and 
voluntary  and  involuntary  energy 
curtailment  programs  all  add  up 
to  a  different  kind  of  electricity 
system.  In  this  updated  version  of 
"small  is  beautiful,"  customers  will 


be  actively  involved  in  generating 
their  own  power,  contributing  energy 
to  the  grid,  and  helping  to  manage 
the  peaks  and  valleys  of  aggregate 
demand.  Some  futurists  even  see 
electric  cars  as  part  of  the  network, 
"breathing"  into  and  out  of  the  grid 
depending  on  the  time  of  day  and 
cost  of  power. 

In  this  new  system  the  utility 
-  which  could  be  owned  by  the 
public,  investors  or  the  customers 
themselves  -  will  be  transformed  from 
a  "power  on,  power  off"  behemoth  to 
a  conductor  of  a  diverse  orchestra 
of  energy  management  instruments. 
Demand  will  be  lowered  to  the  extent 
possible  through  conservation.  Base 
power  will  be  provided  by  a  dispersed 
array  of  solar,  wind,  biomass,  hydro, 
and,  last  in  line,  traditional  coal  and 
natural  gas-powered  plants.  Demand 
spikes  will  be  addressed  by  customers 
voluntarily  turning-off  their  electric 
devices,  and,  if  that  doesn't  work, 
centrally-directed  curtailments  of 
specific  devices,  such  as  pool  pumps 
and  air  conditioners. 

Our  future  may  depend  on  the 
effective  creation  of  this  new  electric 
age.  Fossil  fuels  are  becoming 
increasingly  rare  and  global  climate 
change  is  a  reality.  Policy  makers  in 
California  and  a  few  other  states  have 
already  embraced  the  need  to  steadily 
shift  to  renewable  resources.  Perhaps 
equally  important  is  the  public's 
acceptance  of  an  energy  regime  in 
which  we  all  actively  participate. 
Indications  are  that  the  road  ahead 
will  be  rocky,  with  extreme  climate 
conditions,  economic  challenges 
caused  by  an  emerging  China  and 
India,  and  the  potential  for  at  least 
partial  collapse  of  some  eco-systems. 
By  firmly  establishing  our  collective 
duty  to  serve  now,  we'll  be  prepared 
to  pitch-in  when  the  call  for  "all 
hands  on  deck"  comes. 


The  morning  after  the  election, 
I  received  a  powerful  reminder  of 
why  so  many  of  us  choose  public 
service  as  our  life's  work.  While 
walking  into  my  office,  I  ran  into 
a  group  of  schoolchildren  who  had 
come  to  visit  the  Capitol.  Talking 
with  them  reminded  me  of  the  solemn 
responsibility  each  generation  has  to 
the  ones  that  follow.  Their  enthusiasm 
and  energy  spoke  more  powerfully 
than  any  words  could  that  they  are 
inheritors  of  the  future  we  choose  to 
build  today. 

This  year,  voters  elected  new 
Democratic  Member  of  Congress 
from  every  region  of  our  country, 
giving  Democrats  the  majority  in 
both  the  House  of  Representatives 
and  the  Senate,  and  entrusting  us 
with  a  great  deal  of  responsibility  for 
building  that  future.

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Showplace  Square 
Struggle  Continues

If  the  San  Francisco  Planning 
Department  thinks  it  can  move 
forward  with  its  existing  agenda  for 
the  "eastern  neighborhoods"  -  the 
area  around  Showplace  Square  -  it 
should  think  again.  A  resolution 
containing  new  land  use  directives 
for  the  neighborhood  is  likely  to 
be  adopted  by  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  by  the  end  of 
the  year. 

The  Department  will  hold  its 
next  round  of  workshops  for  the 
eastern  neighborhoods  in  December; 
at  the  same  the  time  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  is  considering  a 
resolution  that  could  alter  the  current 
planning  process  entirely.  District 
10  Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell 
originally  proposed  a  resolution  to 
establish  new  guiding  policies  for  the 
Showplace  Square  area  last  fall.  The 
resolution  was  heard  at  the  Board's 
Land  Use  Committee,  but  has  been 
stalled  due  to  a  lack  of  support  from 
the  Mayor's  Office  and  Planning 
Department. 

Co-sponsored  by  Supervisors 
Ammiano,  Peskin.  and  McGoldiick, 
the  pending  resolution  would  establish 
policy  priorities  associated  with  the 
creation  of  affordable  housing, 
business  protection  and  neighborhood 
character,  and  set  timelines  for  the 
Planning  Department  to  complete 
its  work.  It  would  require  that  area 
plans  follow  the  City's  General  Plan, 
and  create  a  number  of  development 
standards,  including' requiring  that 
64  percent  of  all  housing  units 
developed  in  the  community  be 
below  market-rate.  The  resolution 
would  also  mandate  that  area  plans 
identify  new  transit  routes  and  traffic 
improvements,  protect  existing  light 
industrial  uses  and  provide  public 
benefits,  such  as  open  space. 

Developers  are  opposed  to  the 
resolution  due  to  the  high  affordable 
housing  mandate.  Despite  the 
pushback,  Tony  Kelly,  President  of 
the  Potrero  Boosters  Neighborhood 
Association,  said  that  it  is  in  the 
Planning  Department's  best  interest 
to  present  plans  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  will  approve.  "EssentiaUy 
the  Board  is  telling  the  Planning 
Department  what  they  will  accept  in 
terms  of  an  area  plan,"  he  stated.  The 
Boosters  membership  endorsed  the 
resolution  at  its  October  meeting. 

The  Planning  Department 
believes  that  the  new  requirements 
could  delay  completion  of  the  area 
plans,  due  out  in  November  2007. 
Maxwell's  legislative  aid,  Connie 
Chan,  noted  that  the  supervisor  is 
working  with  Planning  Department 
staff  to  address  their  concerns,  which 
may  result  in  some  modifications  to 
the  original  resolution. 

The  San  Francisco  Planning 
and  Urban  Research  Association 
(SPUR)  recently  entered  the  debate 
by  advocating  for  its  own  land  use 
goals  for  the  area.  The  organization's 
executive  director,  Gabriel  Metcalf. 


believes  that  "smart  growth" 
concepts,  particularly  related  to 
reducing  land  use  impacts  on  the 
environment,  should  form  the  basis 
for  Showplace  Square  development. 
SPUR  wants  the  eastern  neighborhood 
area  plans  to  promote  a  reduction  in 
driving,  sprawl  and  greenhouse  gas 
emissions  through  transit-oriented 
development.  It  also  proposes  policies 
for  establishing  affordable  housing 
and  community  amenities.  Metcalf 
explained  that  SPUR  developed 
their  proposed  land  use  policies 
because  they  believe  the  City  has  a 
rare  opportunity  to  improve  the  way 
development  is  done  in  the  eastern 
neighborhoods. 

In  addition  to  the  Planning 
Department's  community  meetings 
Potrero  Hill  residents  are  sponsoring 
their  own  series  of  neighborhood 
workshops  on  land  use.  The  Potrero 
Boosters,  Association  of  Merchants  and 
Businesses,  Dogpatch  Neighborhood 
Association,  Neighborhood  House 
and  Thick  House  theatre  are  jointly 
spearheading  a  new  community- 
based  planning  effort  to  begin  in 
December.  Kelly  explained  that 
these  new  workshops  result  from  a 
lack  of  patience  with  " . .  the  Planning 
Department's  clumsy  planning 
efforts.  We  want  to  have  up  to  20 
neighborhood  meetings  over  the 
next  eight  months  to  build  a  real  and 
credible  area  plan  for  Potrero  and 
Dogpatch,"  he  stated. 

Thick  House  theatre,  located 
in  Potrero  and  run  by  Kelly,  will 
facilitate  the  workshops.  "Given 
the  Planning  Department's  history 
and  their  current  plans  to  hold 
only  three  public  workshops,  the 
odds  are  extremely  high  that  their 
lack  of  community  engagement 
will  lead  to  further  delays  in  their 
community-based  planning  process. 
These  proposed  workshops  can 
help  reduce  that  risk  and  lead  to  a 
faster,  cheaper,  and  better  planning 
process,"  said  Kelly.  The  community- 
sponsored  workshops  will  address  a 
variety  of  topics  related  to  land  use 
planning,  including  public  amenities, 
transit  and  green  building.  Results 
from  the  community-sponsored 
workshops  will  be  documented  on 
the  Internet.  Kelly  noted  that  the 
Planning  Department  is  supportive  of 
these  meetings  and  will  help  provide 
information  for  them. 

The  Maxwell  resolution  will  be 
re-heard  at  the  Land  Use  Committee 
meeting  on  December  6lh,  with  an 
opportunity  for  public  comment.  If 
passed,  it  will  likely  come  before 
the  full  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  December  12th.  The  Planning 
Department's  next  workshop  will 
be  held  on  December  5"',  and  the 
community-initiated  workshops  will 
be  held  on  December  2'"'  and  16th,  all 
at  the  Neighborhood  House.  If  you'd 
like  to  contribute  your  opinions  on 
how  the  neighborhood  should  be 
planned  you're  encouraged  to  attend 
any  or  all  of  these  meetings.

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Iconic  Dogpatch 
Bookstore  to  Close

Let's  say  that  you've  just  finished 
reading  a  really  great  book.  You 
experienced  it  with  delight  and  deep 
satisfaction.  You  closed  the  cover 
with  a  profound  sense  of  regret 
that  it  had  to  end.  If  you  were  to 
ask  Mariuccia  Iaconi  how  she  feels 
about  the  closing  of  her  book  store, 
Mariuccia  Iaconi  Book  Imports, 
she'd  probably  use  the  same  imagery, 
except  to  add  that  she  looks  forward 
to  reading  the  next  book. 

After  almost  a  half-century  of 
service  to  Potrero  Hill  children, 
as  well  as  schools  and  libraries 
throughout  the  country,  Iacom  Books 
will  permanently  close  on  January 
12,  2007. 

What  started  with  Mariuccia's 
interest  in  teaching  her  children 
Italian,  their  father's  native  language, 
grew  into  a  nationally-known  foreign 
language  book  store.  Mariuccia 
launched  the  business  from  her 
Telegraph  Hill  home,  and  soon  earned 
books  from  a  variety  of  European  and 
Latin  American  countries.  The  family 
moved  to  a  larger  house  on  Arkansas 
Street  in  1958,  and  have  been  Potrero 
Hill  residents  ever  since. 

In  the  years  before  Proposition  13 
reduced  funding  for  public  schools 
and  libraries,  Mariuccia's  book 
import  business  prospered.  Books 
were  needed  for  elementary  school 
bi-lingual  education  classes  and 
foreign  language  instruction.  She 
hired  a  few  sales  representatives  and 
secured  a  nationwide  clientele. 

As  the  business  increased  so  did 
the  store's  need  for  space.  Mariuccia 
was  operating  out  of  her  Victorian 
parlor;  there  were  so  many  books 
on  the  shelves  that  the  house's 


foundation  couldn't  support  the 
weight.  An  immediate  move  was 
called  for. 

The  Iaconi  children  had  grown, 
relieving  Mariuccia  of  the  necessity  of 
having  to  work  at  home  Warehouse 
space  was  ample  in  the  neighborhood, 
and  the  book  business  moved  to 
various  Hill  locations.  In  1992 
Mariuccia  bought  and  remodeled 
the  building  where  the  business  is 
currently  located  at  970  Tennessee 
Street. 

News  of  the  bookstore's 
impending  closure  has  generated 
responses  from  around  the  world. 
"We  have  come  to  depend  on  not 
only  the  quality  of  books... but  also 
the  family-inspired  business  that 
Iaconi  Books  is,  and  will  always  be 
remembered  as,"  was  one  typical 
reaction  sent  by  Berkeley-based 
BAHIA,  Inc.  When  asked  whether 
her  decision  to  close  the  store  was 
for  personal  or  business  reasons, 
Mariuccia  responded,  instantly, 
"Personal,  of  course.  After  51  years 
in  the  book  business,  it's  time.  It's 
time  to  do  something  else.  I  want  to 
have  the  time  to  become  involved  in 
causes  that  interest  me."  And  so,  in 
January,  the  cover  will  be  closed  on 
this  story.  But,  like  reading  a  good 
book,  Mariuccia  said,  "It's  been  a

Library  Campaign 
Launched 


-  Neighbors  Campaign  to  Support  the  Potrero  Hill  Library 


By  Abigail  Johnston 

In  2000  San  Francisco  voters 
overwhelmingly  passed  a  bond 
measure  to  upgrade  the  City's 
branch  library  system.  Seven  years 
later  Potrero  Hill's  branch,  located 
on  20th  Street,  will  become  one  of 
the  bond's  recipients,  closing  for 
renovation  in  spring  2007  and  re- 
opening in  early  2009. 

While  the  bond  provides 
funding  for  the  big  stuff  - 
architects,  contractors,  windows, 
doors,  and  stairs  -  it  doesn't  pay 
for  tables,  chairs,  fixtures  and 
up-to-date  computer  equipment, 
among  other  essentials.  To  make 
up  for  the  shortfall,  amounting  to 
roughly  $500,000,  Friends  of  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library  has 
launched  a  campaign  to  help  the 
neighborhood  raise  the  necessary 
funds. 

In  October  a  planning 
meeting  was  hosted  by  Friends 
representatives  Tina  Tom  and 
Marian  Chatf ield-Taylor,  and 
attended  by  16  friends  of  the  Potrero 
Branch.  After  a  light  supper  of  Goat 
Hill  pizza,  Tom  invited  attendees 
to  recall  their  earliest  memories 
of  using  libraries.  Sharing  these 
childhood  recollections  served  to 
unite  the  group  from  the  get-go,  a 
good  omen  for  their  future  work 
together. 


Tom  and  Chatf  ield-Taylor 
described  the  fundraising  campaign's 
overall  goals  and  provided  insights 
gleaned  from  their  past  experience 
about  how  to  organize  a  Capital 
Campaign  Committee.  A  second 
meeting  -  at  which  the  Potrero 
Branch  Library  Capital  Campaign 
Committee  will  begin  to  take  shape 
-  will  be  held  early  next  year. 

The  Capital  Campaign  Committee 
will  do  more  than  just  raise  money. 
Volunteers  will  be  needed  to  organize 
and  plan  events,  keep  committee 
records,  and  facilitate  meetings, 
among  other  tasks.  The  committee 
will  be  active  for  about  two  years, 
meeting  at  least  monthly  and  more 
frequently  as  the  campaign  builds. 
Committee  members  can  expect  to 
devote  at  least  five  hours  per  month, 
on  average,  toward  the  campaign. 

A  Campaign  Honorary  Committee 
will  also  be  organized.  Honorary 
members  won't  be  expected  to  attend 
meetings  or  to  devote  a  specific 
number  of  hours  per  month  to  the 
campaign,  but  they  will  support  the 
working  committee  in  a  number  of 
important  ways,  including  lending 
their  names  and  stature  to  the  Capital 
Campaign  Committee's  efforts; 
making  a  pledge,  as  appropriate,  to 
the  campaign;  helping  the  working

Islais  Creek,  located  near  Third 
and  Caesar  Chavez  streets,  will 
finally  receive  a  park  makeover  from 
San  Francisco  Muni  after  years  of 
failed  promises.  Drew  Howard, 
construction  project  manager  for  the 
Third  Street  Light  Rail,  said,  "We're 
looking  at  January  to  do  some  of 
the  [park'sj  civil  design. ..and  the 
construction  would  go  out  to  bid  in 
late-spring  or  early-summer  with 
construction  after  that." 

Islais  Creek  was  once  a  wildlife 
sanctuary  locally  known  as  Muwekma 


Ohlone  Park,  in  honor  of  the  Native 
Americans  that  once  inhabited  the 
area.  Many  local  residents,  as  well  as 
Friends  of  the  Urban  Forest,  helped 
maintain  the  area  through  tree- 
planning  and  gardening,  and  school 
children  would  make  frequent  visits 
to  learn  about  native  flora  and  fauna. 
The  land  adjacent  to  the  creek  is  now 
the  site  for  a  MUNI  maintenance 
facility,  and  the  creek  itself  is  the 
final  discharge  point  for  the  majority 
of  the  City's  treated  wastewater.

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Potrero  Hill  Offers  Many  Ways 
to  Refresh  the  Spirit

The  Blessing  of  the  Animals  at  the  Episcopal  Church  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist. 


Even  Potrero  Hill  residents  who 
are  non-church  goers  probably  notice 
the  knots  of  individuals  and  families 
strolling  to  church  on  Sunday,  and, 
increasingly,  synagogue  on  Friday 
nights.  The  Hill  is  home  to  a  number 
of  Christian  denominations  and 
recently  added  Jewish  services  to  its 
menu  of  religious  offerings. 

Two  churches  with  strong 
Potrero  Hill  roots  serve  Russian 
and  Ukrainian  worshipers.  In  1928 
descendents  of  early  Russian  settlers 
built  the  First  Russian  Christian 
Molokan  Church  on  Carolina  Street, 
and  services  are  still  held  in  the 
home  country  language.  At  the  150- 
congregant  Russian  Gospel  Temple 
on  17,h  Street  sermons  are  delivered 
in  both  Russian  and  English.  The 
church  maintains  a  35-member  choir 
that  sings  Russian  hymns  with  a 
piano  accompanying. 

Less  than  a  mile  away,  the 
Episcopal  Church  of  St.  John  the 
Evangelist  recently  hosted  its  annual 
blessing  of  the  animals.  This  year  the 
service  was  supposed  to  be  held  in  the 
parish  garden,  but  the  rain  brought 
the  menagerie  inside.  There  was 
hardly  space  to  spare,  with  the  dogs 
lolling  and  the  cats  in  their  carriers 
and  the  birds  and  rodents,  thankfully 
caged,  filling  up  the  aisles. 

The  most  architecturally 
beautiful  and  inspiring  church  in 
the  neighborhood  is  St  Gregory  of 
Nyssa  Episcopal  Church  In  addition 
to  its  stunning  exterior,  the  church's 
interior  walls  are  decorated  with 
images  of  a  host  of  unusual  role 
models  dubbed  "Saints,"  from  Queen 
Elizabeth  to  Lady  Godiva. 

St  Teresa's  Church,  which 
is  Catholic,  celebrated  its  120th 


anniversary  in  2000,  which  makes  it  the 
Hill's  longest  existing  congregation. 
The  original  St  Teresa's  began  in 
Dogpatch  in  1880  but  was  literally 
split  in  two  to  facilitate  moving  to 
its  current  location  in  1924.  Today 
the  sanctuary  bustles  with  families 
that  have  worshiped  at  the  church  for 
generations.  Once  a  year,  on  the  31" 
Sunday,  a  Children's  Liturgy  is  held 
in  Honor  of  All  Saints.  On  this  day 
the  children  prepare  the  altar  and  act 
as  lectors,  greeters  and  ushers. 

Mission  Bay  Community  Church, 
affiliated  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church  USA,  is  one  of  the  newer 
places  to  worship  on  the  Hill,  having 
moved  from  Brannan  Street  a  year 
ago.  The  church  is  comfortably  housed 
within  a  silvery-walled  warehouse 
space.  The  eclectic  furnishings 
include  a  mix  of  comfy  couches, 
coffee  shop  style  tables  and  chairs, 
with  even  a  handful  of  wooden  pews 
scattered  around.  A  generous  coffee 
bar  provides  donuts,  pies  and  drinks 
behind  the  seating,  with  congregants 
happily  noshing  on  pumpkin  slices 
and  fruit  pies  and  sipping  coffee  and 
tea  during  services. 

A  few  years  back  the  Christian 
City  Church  (C3sf)/Axis  Cafe  literally 
set  up  shop  in  the  neighborhood, 
for  this  place  of  worship  is  also  a 
trendy  cafe.  The  church's  website 
describes  their  ministry  as  follows: 
"Visiting  a  new  church  for  the  first 
time  can  be  a  bit  intimidating.  But 
you  will  find  our  services  may  be  a 
little  different  than  the  norm  and  we 
believe  you're  going  to  love  it!  From 
the  hip  cafe  atmosphere  and  great 
connections  to  the  energetic  worship 
and  powerful  word,  C3sf  is  a  place

that  you  would  experience  God  and 
know  the  incredible  purpose  He  has 
for  you  and  your  life.  It's  never  too 
late  to  start  fresh  or  begin  something 
new  -  we  look  forward  to  meeting 
you  soon!  "  This  ultra  keen  group  of 
Christians  serves  great  coffee,  with 
scripture  frequently  accompanied  by 
multiple  guitars. 


The  presence  of  Protestant  places 
of  worship  rounds  out  the  diverse 
denominational  options,  with  most 
of  the  major  Christian  faiths  having 
places  of  worship  in  the  community. 
City  View  Church  Assembly  of  God 
occupies  a  small  converted  building 
on  the  top  of  Rhode  Island  Street 
that's  home  to  a  group  of  worshipers 
each  Sunday  at  10  a  m  St  Stephen 
Missionary  Baptist  Church  on  22nd 
Street  in  Dogpatch  has  been  a  fixture 
in  the  neighborhood  since  1965. 

Starting  in  January,  Congregation 
Emanu-El,  San  Francisco's  historic 
Jewish  synagogue,  will  hold  two 
services  on  the  last  Friday  of  the 
month  -  "First  Friday"  and  "Late 
Shabbat"  -  at  the  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House.  It's  a  first 
step  in  reaching  out  to  families 
in  Southeast  San  Francisco.  The 
musically-upbeat  service  at  6  p.m.  is 
good  for  all  ages;  the  Late  Shabbat 
that  follows  at  7.30  p.m.  is  for  young 
adults  in  their  20s  and  30s. 

A  roughly-converted  warehouse, 
an  awesome  purpose-built  church, 
a  designer  cafe,  a  classic  "here  is 
the  Church,  here  is  the  steeple" 
-  the  Hill's  religious  habitats  are  as 
varied  as  the  approaches.  Whether 
guitars,  piano  or  human  voices,  the 
hymns  prevail  and  the  beat  goes  on. 
Next  Friday  night  or  Sunday  follow 
a  neighbor  and  see  where  they  lead 

you.

infrastructure  alongside  the  creek 
was  severely  damaged  during 
construction  of  the  Third  Street  Light 
Rail,  flooding  the  park  and  the  Bay 
with  millions  of  gallons  of  sewage. 
The  heavy  machinery  used  to  conduct 
emergency  repairs  on  the  sewer  line 
damaged  the  park  further.  MUNI 
acknowledged  that  it  was  responsible 
for  the  damage,  but  claimed  that 
funds  were  not  available  to  restore 
the  area,  which  is  under  the  overall 
control  of  the  San  Francisco  Port 
Authority. 

Janet  Carpinelli,  a  Dogpatch 
resident  who  helped  maintain  Ohlone 
Park  before  it  was  damaged  is  looking 
forward  to  seeing  it  reclaimed  for 
recreational  use.  "I  would  love  to  see 
Islais  Creek  brought  back  to  a  nice 
condition  and  have  people  use  it.  It 
needs  to  have  better  maintenance," 
she  said.  "I  definitely  would  like 
to  see  MUNI  come  forward  with 
that  money  because  I  don't  think 
they  should  be  able  to  start  up  the 
light  rail  until  the  park  is  in  better 
shape." 

Howard  said  the  reconstituted 
park  has  not  yet  been  designed,  and 
work  will  not  be  completed  until  late 
next  year.  Limited  weekend  service 
on  the  Third  Street  Light  Rail  is 
scheduled  to  begin  in  January,  with 
full  service  expected  to  be  launched 
on  April  7.

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A  New  Family  Tradition

What  do  you  get  when  you  merge 
two  independently-minded  adults, 
a  trio  of  teenagers,  a  hankering  for 
community,  and  the  belief  that  one 
person  can  make  a  difference?  The 
Walbridge/Robertsons. 

Lael.  Peter,  Oona,  Celia  and 
Xander  encircle  the  dining  room 
table  in  their  sunny  Potrero  Hill 
home.  Peter  and  Xander  Walbndge, 
father  and  son,  perch  at  both  ends 
of  the  table,  with  Lael  Robertson 
mirroring  her  twin  daughters,  Celia 
and  Oona  Robertson,  along  the 
table's  flanks.  From  the  family's  easy 
smiles  and  fluid  conversation  it's 
obvious  that  they  enjoy  each  other's 
company. 

This  natural  affinity  began  years 
ago  in  Pasadena,  California  at  the 
Ails  Center  College  of  Design.  Peter 
and  Lael  met  on  their  first  day  there 
and  it  was  love  at  first  sight.  Peter 
had  grown  up  in  Long  Island,  New 
York,  while  Lael  was  raised  on 
Potrero  Hill.  Five  years  later  they 
were  married.  When  they  started 
their  family  neither  Lael  nor  Peter 
wanted  to  relinquish  their  last  names 
or  hyphenate  them  into  a  mouthful  of 
consonants  and  vowels,  so  they  struck 
an  unconventional  compromise:  their 
children  would  acquire  the  last 
name  of  their  same  gendered  parent 
This  inventive  solution  embodies 
one  of  the  ways  Lael  and  Peter 
have  reinvented  the  contemporary 
family.  "The  non-traditional  thing 
wasn't  a  plan,  it  evolved  from  our 
personalities,"  explained  Lael. 

When  asked  what  makes  them 
unique,  Oona,  13,  suggests,  "Home- 
school,"  with  Celia  volunteering, 
"Twins."  There's  a  pause  before 
Xander,  15,  nonchalantly  says,  "We 
seem  like  a  typical  family  to  me." 

Peter  and  Lael  share  a  moment  of 
surprise  and  perhaps  relief  that  their 
oldest  teenager  accepts  his  family  as 
normal.  "I  think  having  a  working 
parent  who  loves  their  profession  is 
fairly  unique,"  adds  Lael.  "Then  the 
children  know  they  have  a  choice  in 
the  world." 

Peter  is  the  owner  and  creative 
director  of  Big  Think  Studios,  a 
graphic  design  and  advertising  firm 
dedicated  to  social  change.  He  opened

the  studio  on  Potrero  Hill  in  2005,  a 
mere  two  blocks  from  his  doorstep. 
"I  moved  close  to  home,  during  the 
critical  teen  period,  so  that  I'm  easily 
accessible."  (Now  it's  the  kids'  turn 
to  look  surprised.)  Celia,  Oona  and 
Xander  can  pop  in  and  out  of  the 
office  at  will,  and  there  are  three 
desks  and  computers  set  aside  so  they 
can  work  out  of  the  office  anytime 
they  want,  though  their  enthusiasm 
to  do  so  has  dissipated  as  they've 
grown  into  their  teenage  years. 

Even  before  he  opened  his  own 
company  Peter  brought  his  children 
to  work.  He  recalls  asking  them  what 
their  friends'  parents  did  for  a  living 
and  not  receiving  a  clear  answer. 
"Their  friends  couldn't  explain  it," 
he  blurted  incredulously.  "You'd  be 
negligent  if  you  didn't  know  where 
your  children  were  or  what  they  were 
doing  - 1  think  children  need  to  know 
about  their  parents  as  well." 

The  Walbridge/Robertson  clan 
exudes  acceptance.  There  seems  to 
be  ample  room  for  family  members  to 
explore  any  aspect  of  the  world  that 
appeals  to  them.  Celia  loves  rock- 
climbing,  photography  and  painting; 


Oona  runs  her  own  newspaper 
oriented  to  children  (of  all  ages)  of 
Potrero  Hill.  "I  had  thought  about 
doing  it  for  a  long  time,  said  Oona,  "so 
I  just  started  it. "  Xander  is  a  baseball 
and  basketball  enthusiast.  Some  of 
this  sense  of  freedom  may  originate 
from  being  home-schooled. 

"We  first  started  talking  about 
home-schooling  because  one  of  our 
peeves  is  the  family  being  split  apart," 
said  Lael  "That  fragmentation  feels 
really  unnatural.  Also,  neither  Peter 
nor  I  particularly  agree  with  the 
inflexibility  of  the  school  system." 
After  being  home-schooled  since 
pre-school,  Xander  enrolled  in  The 
Urban  School  of  San  Francisco.  Oona 
admits  the  "social  thing"  is  a  little 
more  difficult  since  the  home-school 
community  is  small,  but  still  prefers 
the  experience  to  public  school. 
Although  it's  getting  more  difficult  to 
convince  the  teenagers  to  spend  a  lot 
of  time  hanging-out  together  as  their 
interests  diverge,  Lael  is  proud  that 
they've  created  a  strong  family  unit 

Conversation  turns  to  life  on 
Potrero  Hill.  "I'll  see  13  of  my  friends 
just  walking  down  the  street,"  said

Celia.  "It  feels  like  a  small  town 
within  a  town,"  adds  Oona.  "It  feels 
a  bit  boring,"  says  Xander  bluntly, 
adding,  "I  like  the  weather,  but 
there's  not  much  to  do.  I  feel  more 
comfortable  with  millions  of  people 
around."  This  comment  initiates 
a  brief  discussion  about  the  most 
populated  areas,  with  everyone 
agreeing  New  York  City  may  have 
to  be  Xander's  home  in  the  future. 
Everyone  also  agrees  that  it'd  be  a 
great  place  to  visit. 

Lael  relishes  the  neighborhood's 
village-like  amenities,  which  include 
boutique  shops  and  mom  and  pop 
stores.  She  also  feels  right  at  home, 
having  been  raised  on  the  corner  of 
Carolina  and  23rd  streets,  where 
her  mom.  Karen,  still  lives  today. 
Her  sister  Inga  and  her  family  live 
on  Pennsylvania  Street,  and  Lael's 
other  sister,  Bent,  lives  in  Half 
Moon  Bay  with  her  family.  All  three 
kids  have  at  some  time  worked  at 
Christopher's  Books.  While  Peter 
acknowledges  that  the  neighborhood 
is  slowly  changing,  for  now  the  entire 
family  revels  in  the  Hill's  close-knit 
community.

Over  the  past  150  years  there  have  been  only  seven  documented  snowfalls  of 
one  inch  or  more  in  downtown  San  Francisco.  The  all-time  record  snowfall 
occurred  on  February  5,  1887,  when  3.7  inches  were  measured  in  the  financial 
district;  at  higher  elevations  in  San  Francisco  up  to  7  inches  were  recorded. 
The  last  time  the  financial  district  received  an  inch  of  snow  was  December 
11,  1932..  We  don't  know  how  much  fell  on  Potrero  Hill,  but  it  was  enough 
for  Lou  Bonfiglio,  a  Hill  native,  to  build  a  snowman  on  20th  Street.
